Ex-Barte Oharlea Hayward and Sarah 
Harvard his Wife vs. Tho Super- 
intendent and Examinors Under 
the Puljlio Soaool Act, W79. 

This is aii application by or on behiilf 
of Mrs. Hayward for a writ of mandamus 
to be directed to tho three examiners at 
tho recent examination of school teachers 
hero, and to command thoni to grant a 
certificate of qualification to tho applicant. 
Tho applicant is a school teacher. Tho 
first named dofondant Mr. McKenxie it 
the Superintendent of Education for the 
I'rovinco (a continuing office) and an ex 
oflicio examiner. The other two defend- 
ants, Messrs. Williams and Green, aro 
paid examiners appointed by tho Liout.- 
uovernor, but whether ad hoc, i.e. for tho 
one examination only, or whether they 
continue to be the examiners until dis- 
charged by the authority which appointed 
them, is not quite cloar — see sec. 8 of the 
Act of 1879, chap. 30. I do not perceive 
in the Act itsolf any provision for holding 
examinations of teachors, some — such 
howover, it would probably be convenient 
to hold annually, since cortifiV.at.es of the 
third class aro good only for ono year. 
Tho "Regulations" for tlieso examinations 
(of which I shall say more presently) do 
not profess to extend or to be operative 
except for the year 1880. It soems to mo 
probable that the intention of tho Legis- 
lature was that fresh examiners would be 
appointod for each examination ; sinco they 
will have various amounts of labor and re- 
sponsibility in various years, and they 
are to havo "such remuneration as shall 
»eem fit," i.e., I suppose, proportioned 
somehow to their labor and responsibilty. 
It would certainly seem odd if tho same 
remuneration be thought fit for examin- 
ing third olass teachers as for examin- 
ing, as. in tho present year, somo 40 or 50 
candidates, many of them seeking first- 
class certificates. Thore is at presont no 
evidence whother tho remuneration of the 
two last named defendants is to be by 
salary, monthly' or otherwise, or by a 
ainglo payment. However I shall assume 
for the present, in favor of the applicant, 
that these two examiners are, like tho Su- 
perintendent, continuing officers, and that 
they will ha^p to examine on each future 
occasion until discharged. Of course all 
the three defendants, even if continuing 
officer's, may, like all other employe's, be 
discharged tit any moment at tho will of 
the Lieut. -Governor in Council. 

The circumstances so, far as they aro 
materia, 1 aro as follows: The examination 
was hold at Victoria, by advertisement, 
during several days in the beginning of 
July last. The conditions and subjects 
of examination wero announced in a doc- 
ument intituled "Regulations, Ac," as 
set forth in appendix B to tho Annual 
Roport presented to tho House of Assem- 
bly by tho Superintendent. These, ac- 
cording to tho Annual Report, have boon 
prepared by the Superintendent and ap- 
proved by tho Lieut-Governor in Council. 
The applicant, Mrs. Hayward, attended 
the examination and sent in her answers 
to the examination papers in due course. 
On the 31st July tho examiners sent for 
her 'and two of thorn, the defendants 
McKonzio and Williams, intimated that 
thoy wore not perfectly satisfied as to her 
answers in euclid and required her thon 
and there to work over again two of tho 
questions (as I understand) which she had 
already answered. This further examina- 
tion sho declined, suggesting that they 
ought to rely upon her written answers at 
the examination. On the samo day, but 
later, the third defendant, Mr. Green, 
sent her notice in writing that her answers 
in euclid and algebra not having been sat- 
isfactory she would bo required, before 
they could grant a certificate, to work out 
ono question in each of these subjects, no 
longer identical with, but similar to, those 
in the general examination papers. But 
as she persisted inherrefusol the Board of 
Examiners by a lettor dated 4th August 
refused' to give her a certificate, and as I 
take it, hare in fact given her no certifi- 
cate at all. Thereupon alio applied for 
and obtained a rule nisi for ft mandamus 
to be directed to the three defendants 
commanding them to grant her a certifi- 
cate; and the argument we havo just 
heard is on the question whether this rule 
shall bo made absolute. On the return 
to tho writ, if it issue, the defendants may 
if thoy ohoose to contest its propriety, Het 
forth their reasons for refusing to grant 
the certificate, and I believe they are 
roady to state those reasons fit once; but 
we directed the argument to bo confined 
to tho question whether, supposing the 
circumstances relied on by tho applicant 
to bo as stated, tho writ ought to go, and 
it is on that point only that we decido to- 
day; and I am of opinion that it ought to 
be refused. 

The principles which govern the issuing 
of lihe writ are few and clear, and several 
of them are generally enumerated in every 
reported casi*. 1st, Tho applicant must 
havo a clear right to something valuable. 
Some cases of groat authority say "prop- 
erty," but I think any matter of pecuniary 
value will at all events bo a sufficient 
foundation; but the applicant's right must 
bo cloar. 2d, There must be no other 
romedy. It will not do, I think, though 
some authorities wero quoted for the po- 
sition, if mandamus is merely Bought as 
tho most convenient or efficacious remedy . 
3d, It must bo clear that tho writ will of- 
foct its purpose, i.e., will procure for the 
applicant the valuable right or proporty 
withheld. 4th, There must bo clearly a 
capacity in the defendants to comply with 
tho w&cnoy of the writ. 5th, Thero tuuat 



bo a clear simplo duty in them which thoy 
aro neglecting or refusing to perform. If 
thoy havo to form a judgment or to oxor- 
cise a discretion, tho Court will sometimes 
command them' to form a judgment or ex- 
ercise their discretion, but will never at- 
tompt to dictate what that judgment shall 
bo or in which direction that discretion is 
to bo exercised. Thore may bo other 
principles, but these will suffico for com- 
ing to a determination in the present case. 

Now what is it that tho applicant claims? 
and what right lias sho to it ? What she 
claims is a " certificate of qualification" 
under section 8 of tho Act. This certifi- 
cate possosses no pecuniary valuu in itsolf. 
Bofpre it can confer oven a potentiality of 
procuring a pecuniary advantage for tho 
holder it must bo countersigned by tho 
Provincial Secretary, who is not n dofond- 
ant and ovor whom it is not protended 
thnt thoso uxaminors possess any authori- 
ity ; on tho contrary they aro all under his 
authority; and ovon when so countersigned 
it confers no certain pecuniary benefit, it 
merely places her on a list from which the 
trustees of any public school may, if they 
ploase, select nor t r > bo a salaried teachor. 
It is of this doubly contingent potentiality 
that 8he alleges sho is deprived; and this 
falls very far short of anything that could 
be fairly described as "property," or n.s 
so clearly a valuable thing as to bo tho 
subject of mandamus. A certificate of 
qualification by thoso oxaniinors is a very 
different document, for instance, from a 
bond, or a policy of insurance or oven a 
certificate of indemnity, as in Lovibond's 
case, (Queen v. Price, 7 Q.B., 402). What 
protects against loss is as valuable as that 
wliich secures gain. A railway company 
will bo ordered by mandamus to issue a. 
warrant to tho shorifl to summon a jury 
to assess the value of land taken by tb# 
company, Fotherby'a Cftso, (2 CP. & R., 
188). But thore though the warrant itsolf 
was valueless, it was u necessary step in 
enforcing a claim which must necessarily 
result in some amount of pecuniary bene- 
fit to the applicant. In liko manner a 
vestry will bo ordered to make out a Jist 
from which parochial constables could bo 
selected. Tho list is in itself valueless, 
but without it no parochial constables 
could be appointed, which in the opinion 
of tho justices wns expedient for the so- 
curity of persons and property in tho par- 
ish, and the importance of the object is 
oxpressly made the ground of the man- 
damus (E. B. & E. 520). So, whore the 
applicant is deprived of any recognized 
status, mendamus will go; as for a fran- 
chise to revise a Burgess Act, so as to on 
able tho applicant to havo a vote; or to 
compel a university to confor a degree; 
which was said to bo very analogous to 
this case. Admitting the analogy to bo 
comploto, tho applicant must however 
havo first passed the University examina- 
tion— and it is unheard of that manda- 
mus shonld go to the examiners to place 
a man in the tripos when thoy say that 
ho has not passed at all. Of course this 
cortificato of qualification, though it is not 
at all clear that it will over bo of any pe- 
cuniary boneSt,. might bo a great source of 
pride «nd gratification to herself and 
friends. But these aro scarcely tho ob- 
jects of ft mandamus. And I should feel 
great doubts in sanctioning the writ, were 
it only for this difficulty, that there is 
nothing of any measurable pecuniary value 
or recognized stains at stake. But there 
are other and more formidable impedi- 
ments behind, about which I feel no 
doubt whatever. 

What right has she to this certificate ? 
My brother Gray seems to think that she 
has acquired a statutable right; but this I 
entirely fail to seo. And a specific per- 
formance of a right by contract will not 
be enforced by mandamus. Ho treats 
tho "regulations" as virtually a part of 
a statute, and thinks that if she complies 
with those regulations she acquires a 
statutory right to tho -certificate, apparent- 
ly entirely irrespective of the opinion of 
the examiners may form as to tho merits 
of her papers. The ''regulations" do not 
refer to tho statute at all, and if author- 
ized by the statute are entirely based on 
the single phrase in seo. 9 sub-sec. 13, 
throwing a duty on tho .superintendent 
"to give instruction'; for conducting all 
proceeding under tho Act," the exami- 
nation of school teachers being one such 
proceedings. / Tho approval of the Lieut 
Governor in Council, though not required 
by the statute, has been given to tlieso 
"regulations," which indeed appear ex- 
tremely full and proper, if it be not im- 
pertinent in |me to say so, although per- 
haps in ono or two trifling particulars thoy 
might perhaps be mado a little clearer. 
It is said, however, and I think fairly 
enough, that a public department having 
issued these regulations, and invited can- 
didates on the strength of them, cannot 
bo allowed to go against them. I think 
that is fair; but it is a very different thing 
from giving them tho force of ;i statute, 
imposing a statutory duty, and conferring 
a statutory right. Any right a candidate 
has under tiieso regulations is merely by 
a quasi contract, which as already ob- 
served will not bo enforced by mandamus. 
It is probable that tho examiners would 
bo prevented from acting contrary to 
these "reflations." But it is not shown 
in my opinion that tho examiners have in 
any way disregarded them, though I 
think it quito clear that on the pnrt of tho 
applicant they have been disregarded in 
what appears to bo doemed an important 
particular. It is to bo observed that 
thero is not a word in these "regulations" 
confining tho examiners to theso pro- 
visions only, rora word conferring any 
rights on candidates. It is as necessary to 
look to what an Act of Parliament or any 
other document does not say, aB to see 
what it does say. The regulations (III. 9) 
say, "after tho answer papers are onco 
handed in, no candidate) shall bo allowed 
to make any alteration in them." Tho 
applicant's counsol says that forbids the 
examiners to ask tho candidate any ques- 
tion in respect of her answers, or to ask 
her evon to repeat her answer which sho 
had already given. To mo tho two pro- 
positions seem quito distinct. And it is 
obvious that such a power might bo most 
necessary and proper to be exercised; 
e.g. in tho very possible, not to say|proba- 
blo, oceurrenco of some of the papers 
being lost, or mislaid, or mixed. Again, 
tho regulations say, " no candidate shall 
have a certificate, ovon of a 3rd class, un- 
less ho obtain 40 per cent, of the marks, 
nor of tho 2nd class unless' 70 per cont. 
and 30 per cent. , nor of tho 1st class un- 
less 60 per cent, and 50 per cont." The 



applicant's counsol says that amounts to a 
statutory declaration that any candidate 
(not otherwise disqualified) who obtains 
40 por cent, of tho marks is to havo at 
least a 3rd class cortificato ; 70 por cont. 
a 2nd clas3 ; 00 per cont. a 1st class. But 
supposing tho party using this argumont 
had stated to a horse dealor that ho would 
not give moro than §100 for a certain 
horse ; ho would bo surprised, I think, at 
being sued as on a promise to purchase at 
that price. Ho would probably deny over 
having mado any promise at all. 

And tho applicant's counsel, I think, foil 
back a little, and admitted that she had 
acquired only nn "inchoate" right to a 
certificate, by attondirig and answering. 
But every candidate who attended at all may 
bo said to have au "inchoate" right. Tho 
phrase is somewhat misleading. It means 
nothing more than that she had put her- 
self in tho way of acquiring a right. An 
"inchoate" right is ex vi tevmini an in- 
complete right : and tho applicant for a 
mandamus must show a clear and com- 
plete title. And how aro wo to know 
whether sho obtained 70 por cent, , or CO 
per cent., or evon 40 per cont., of tho 
marks ? There aro only two statements on 
which she rolie.i to show the value of her 
answers. It appears by one of tho affida- 
vits road on lior behalf that Mr. Hay- 
ward, hor husband, meeting ono of tho 
examiners, Mr. Green, in the streot, ap- 
parently, on tho 30th Jnly, boforo any de- 
cision, was announced, not only told him 
Mrs. Hayward's number, but actually re- 
quired of him the result of tho examina- 
tion, and whether sho would pass. By 
Regulation III. (>, the oxaniinors oro to 
givo to each candidate a distinguishing 
number, by which alone all tho answers 
aro to bo worked, and no name, initials, 
or other indication" of tho personality of 
the candidate is to bo added. Probably 
this rule comes within the meaning of III, 
5, suhjincm, at least it is a regulation 
surely by which tho candidate is bound, 
wliatover its objocts may bo. And tho 
object apparently was to socuro impar- 
tiality in tho examinors by concealing 
from thorn tho individual on whose an- 
swers they wero passing judment, But 
in that case, how did Mr. Hayward ven- 
ture on such a breach of the spirit of tho 
rule as to disclose his wifo's number to 
tho examiners f And if on tho othor 
hand he supposed that thoy won; already 
acquainted with hor luuubor, how camo 
he to think lie was imparting information 
to them by telling it | How came ho to 
tell it at all / However, the examiners 
seem to have expressed no indignation, 
hh for a breach of the conditions of ex- 
aminations, — perhaps it was not for them 
to decide on its consoquences — and on 
the very next day they sent for Mrs, 
Hayward, assuming, apparently, thoir 
knowledge cf hor in connection with 
theso answers as a matto.v of course, 
to speak to hor abnut them. At 
alll ovonts, on the 30th July. Mr. 
Hayward swoars that tho answer was 
entirely favorable, that Is T o. 49 had passed 
successfully. Tho question was tho samo 
in kind as if Mr. Hayward had called on 
ono of tho judges last night to know what 
the decision was to bo to-day. No ans- 
wer or representation made by an exam- 
iner under freuli circumstances could possi- 
bly bind him, much loss his co-examiners. 
Tho incident is chiefly valuable as show- 
ing how far in the opinion of tho appli- 
cant's friends, tho rights and privileges of 
a candidate extend. If thoy thought they 
could thon put such a question as this, 
thoy may well fool satisfied thnt sho has a 
right to a cortificato now. The probabili- 
ty is tha-r Mr. Green was under a misap- 
prehension, in tho natural difficulty of 
answering such a question; perhaps lie 
only thought and answered accurately, as 
to tho subjects with which ho had been 
personally entrusted; at all events as ovi- 
donce of a satisfactory pass in all subjects, 
tho conversation is supremely worthless. 
And wo find him writing the very noxt 
day, (31 July) informing" hor that hor pa- 
pers wero not satisfactory. Tho other 
piece of cvidenco as it is called, and which 
was very strongly relied on, was in tho 
joint letter of the board of examiners of 
the 4th Aug. in which they inform tho 
applicant that her answers in "ouclid 
and algebra respectively wore quite cor- 
rect and worked out correctly but that 
her papers were so unsatisfactory that they 
did not feel warranted in judging any cer- 
tificate in her favor." How, it was asked 
almost triumphantly, could the paper be 
so very unsatisfactory if the answers were 
correct 1 But this question makes 
ono almost fancy that tho applicant 
was wholly ignorant of tho nature of theso 
subjocts, or of the scopo and object of an 
examination in them at all. In the first 
place, the correctness seems by no means 
to be predicated of the whole, but only of 
two of Mrs. Hayward's answers. In tho 
noxt place, nothing is moro evident than 
that the accurate correctness of an answer 
to a mathematical question may justify, 
and indeed compel the examiners to con- 
clude that tho candidate is wholly ignor- 
ant of the whole subject, of tho reasoning 
in the particular instance, and indeed of 
tho whole nature of mathematical reason- 
ing altogether. A candidate may have 
learned by rote and may havo correctly 
written down tho commencement and the 
conclusion of a proposition in Euclid, and 
may hiivc filled up the intorsticos, wholly 
or partially, with othor matter equally 
learned by rote, but having nothing to do 
with the proposition in hand, demonstrating 
utter want of perception of mathematical 
reasoning. And so in respect to algebra ; 
many questions which are intended to bo 
solved by tho candidato, and scientifically 
always aro solvod, by throwing tho data 
into tho form of an equation, — algobraic 
conundrums as I have heard thorn callod 
— may be, and often are, solved, liko any 
other conundrum, by a quick-witted per- 
son without the , slightest referenco to 
really scientific, methods. When an ex- 
aminer of any sagacity finds ovon ono or 
two of these porfoctly corroct, lucky 
shots, unsupported by tho mathematical 
roasoning which tho candidate ought to 
bo able to supply, it naturally shakos Iub 
confidence in the wliolo paper, And an- 
other candidate who shows a full know- 
ledge of the method, eyen whore by a 
slip or inaccurate application of it ho 
fails of a right result, is evidently much 
better fitted to teach boys what an equa- 
tion is and how to solve it, than tho most 
fortunate guessor. . i ' 

In the next place, thoro aro many cases 
whore a person perfectly at homo in Euclid 
or in equations arrives at hiH oonolimion 



by " leaps and bounds " — especially in 
an examination against timo — disdain- 
ing to sot down in writing every 
intormediato stop which to him is 
porfectly oloar. An examiner of kiniirod 
spirit probably exults in such a candidato. 
But a cautious examiner may doubt, and 
a duller examiner may altogether dis- 
boliove, the capacity of tho candidato. In 
such a caso, what moro natural than to 
ask tho candidato to solve the question 
over again in' their presetted 1 Not, to 
add a word to tho original papers, — thoso 
aro sacrod, but to supply tho lacuna, or at 
least to renew tho rapid roasoning which 
has so surprisod thorn ? To mo it appor.rs 
that circumstances may have oxistod mak- 
ing this a porfoctly natural and roasonablo 
procoss, quito within tho power of tho ox- 
aniinors; but tho applicant has ropoatodly 
and definitely declinod any explanations. 
Can sho bo surprised if tho oxaniinors ad- 
horo to thoir unfavorable opinion? 

Tho argumont attemptod to bo founded 
on theso communications appears to 
domonstrato tho e::tremo expediency of 
wholly abstaining Irom any correspon- 
dence or explanations whatever with tho 
candidates. Examinors will do wisoly by 
confining their attention to tho answers 
handed in, form their conclusions wholly 
from thoso answers, and arrange thoso 
candidates who havo given satisfactory 
answers in classes according to merit, 
simply including tho others. It is always 
to bo remembered that tho chiof object of 
these examinations is not to oxhibit in- 
tellectual acutonoss or a capacious mem- 
ory, but tho possession of scientific 
acquirements ami methods. 

Nor is it any part of tho duty of ex- 
aminers to givo any reasons for their 
estimato of those acquirements, as Booms 
to havo boon rathor prepostorously do- 
manded. Reasons for tho valuo placod 
upon answers aro always difficult, often 
quito impossible to bo givon. Difl'oront 
examiners of equal ability will quite con- 
scientiously form difl'oront estimates. 
Nor does ultimata correctness of con- 
clusion or soundness of roaBoning always 
render two answers equally valuable. 
Thero may bo great difference in tho 
beauty and simplicity of methods em- 
ployed, though both aro equally sound 
and correct. 

Even, therefore, if an inchoato right to 
a hypothetical potontiality bo sufficient 
subject matter for a mandamus, I con- 
coivo that tho applicant is within tho 
principle of tho Hertford Collogo enso 
(3 Q. B. Div. 093) and thnt sho lias vol- 
untarily rofused to comploto her title, and 
that tho writ should bo refused on this 
ground. 

And I feel besidos very much inclined 
to coincido with my brother Crease in his 
opinion that the applicant could also ob 
tain from tho Lieut. Governor in Council 
all tho bonefits which sho can possibly got 
from our order. 

I am not at all convinced, as 1 havo al- 
ready said, that tho dofondents havo now 
any power to give tho certificate. I rather 
think that they havo not. I think tho 
most reasonable construction of this Act 
(S. 8) is, that thoy aro, in fact, oxaniinors 
no longer, having been only appointod for 
tho ono examination of 1880; and ovon if 
continuing still nominally in ofiko, that 
they have completely finished thoir func- 
tions in respect to that examination, hav- 
ing examined all candidates and granted 
or rofused certificates to all applicants. It 
was admitted, I think, at tho bar, and if 
not I should express a very strong opin-' 
ion that though tho Act gives no express 
powor to refuse certificates of qualification 
yet that powor is vostsd in them by an 
implication oloar, plain and irresistible 
It cannot bo that they aro to grant cer- 
tificates of qualification to all candidates 
whether thoy arc qualified or not. And 
if a mandamus will lie to_ order them to 
grant a cortificato where 'they have ro- 
fused it, it would really soom to lie to or- 
der them to refuse a certificate after thoy 
have granted it; i. e. a mandamus to recall 
a certificate which soems a rtductio ad ab- 
surdium. But the great objection to the 
jurisdiction lies in tho word "Examiner." 
How can a man examine without using 
his discretion or judgment as to tho an- 
swers? I do not at this moment remem- 
ber any tribunal which requires to bo iu- 
vosted with ft mure absolute discretion 
than a board of examiners as to intellect 
ual requirements. And if it is admitted on 
all hands that if tho examinors havo any 
discretion in the granting of certificates, 
and havo oxcrcised it, tho court will not 
interfere by mandamus. 

I do not think that it is for tho examinors 
to doeido on any mattors not strictly with- 
in tho scope of tho examination. They 
havo nothing to do (c. g.) with the ovi- 
denco of good conduct, or the noticies or 
testimonials required from such candidates 
as possess any. Who is to decide as to those 



things is not quito cloar, but I think it is 
not the examiners. But as to intellectual 
requirements, they, and thoy alone, aro 
to distinguish the (successful) candidates 
in classes. 

What Bort of examination would it be 
if their functions wero reduced to merely 
compiling questions, affixing tho number 
of marks to bo given to each correct an- 
swer, and then — I do not know how it 
is propasod to concludo. Who is to do- 
cide whether the answer is corroct ? or 
how far it is correct ! There aro very fow 
Bubjoct3, ovon mathematics, in which tho 
paper sont in by way of answor may not 
bo something between right and wrong. 
Who is to decido tho number of marks 
a partially correct.answer may desorve? 
Tho Court ? Impossible. 

And equally impossiblo is it for us to 
decido upon tho total percentago of marks 
earned; t. e. upon tho class of certificate 
to which tho applicant might be entitled. 
TheBe answors must- bo loft to bo decided 
by the examiners themsnlves, to say in 
thoir judgment what tho papers are 
worth. And if thoy nro to havo any soopo 
for tho exerciso of their judgment, and 
havo exercised it, 'mqMamiw will not lie. 
In point of fact in the present instance, 
tho applicant does not ask for a cortificato 
of any particular class. Wo aro not ask- 
ed to decido on that ; nor would it bo 
possible for us, or for anybody to docido 
on that, who had not tho wliolo examina- 
tion in hand. That must, ovon if the 
defondanto were now ordered to grant a 
certificate, be left for their judgment: and 
in precise tonus, tho classification is by 
tho statute laid upon thorn as a duty. 
How is it . possible to say that they havo 
no diacrotion? Even now, this 
very application leaves them a dis- 



cretion. Nor is this n partial dis- 
cretion, extending to classification only. 
They nro, as all examiners must bo, 
invested by. tho very character- of their 
appointment with a porfectly arbitrary dis- 
cretion. Thoir estimate of the valuodfaca'n- 
didate'swork,ospecially in the higher sub- 
jects,inay boand must bo influoncedb'y thoir 
individual tastes.and tendencies, and ovon 
crotchots. Horo they havo doclarod thein- 
solvos dissatisfied with tho applicants ans- 
wers. Into the grounds of that dissatis- 
fation we cannot inquire It is somo- 
timos difficult for an examiner to ex- 
plain or define exactly, evon to himself, 
his reasons for his conclusion as to tho 
merits of a paper; ofton quito impossible 
Sor him to do so, so as to satisfy a third 
party. Tho court will seo that they ex- 
amine; that their examination is 
roal and properly conducted; porhaps 
will compel thoni to coruo to a decision. 
But what that decision shall bo is entirely 
for thorn to dotonniuo. But tho presont 
application is for none of theso things; 
tho applicant doos not allege that tho ox- 
aminntion lias been porfunctory, or im- 
properly conducted in any way, nor that 
tho oxaniinors have refused to docido. On 
tho contrary, sho insists that tho exami- 
nation has been thorough and oxhaustivo, 
and that tho examinors have announced 
their doci.iion, namely, that she has not 
satisfiod them as to hor intolloctual quali- 
fications; and now sho comes forward and 
asks U3 to order them to declare her 
qualified, though they havo not formally 
and doliboratoly announced thoir conclu- 
sion to bo tho othor way. Sho doos not 
ask us to grant hor a certificate; that we 
think hor qualified; but sho ftsks us to 
ordor tho oxaniinors, against thoir doclar- 
od opinion, to cortify that thoy think she 
is properly qualified. , When tho applica- 
tion is placod in this point of view (which 
is surofy tho truo ono) it seoms to answor 
itsolf. Thoro is probably no ainglo roport- 
od. caso, whether granting or refusing a 
mandamus, in which the Judgos havo not 
boon careful to say that undor such cir- 
cumstances no mandamus lios. And that 
is particularly clearly laid down in Lovi- 
bond's case, in which a mandamus was 
granted against certain election bribery 
commissioners under a t.iion rocont 
statute, wliich left them no discretion. 
But in ordering that writ to issue tho 
Judges were oven more emphatic in de- 
claring that under the former (repealed) 
statutes, wliich did leavo bohio discretion 
to tho commissioners— by no means such 
a discrotion which thoso examiners, 
in my opinion, possess — they would 
have refused tho writ. In my mind, 
it is as impossiblo to. conceive of 
an examiner without a discrotion 
to judge of tho value of "answers, as it is 
to conceive of a fluid without fluidity, or 
or of a living being without vital- 
ity. His solo ratio eristendi is to 
woigh nnd docido on tho merits of tho 
answers to questions put. Nor can it bo 
expected that evon modoratoly fit. men 
will Vijev procurnble to undertake ' thoso 
useful,' onerous nnd invidious dutieR, if be- 
fore thoir decisiouthey are to be questioned 
in tho streets by lady candidates and 
thoir friends as to tho judgments they 
havo not yet formed, and if after decis- 
ion they are to bo called into court to an- 
Bwer irrelevant and injurious affidavits 
and to bo cross examined by disappointed 
candidates as to tho grounds of their 
judgments. 

The extreme regard which the court 
pays to any diacrotion vested in tho party 
against whom a mandamus is prayed, and 
tho readiness with which any words or 
expression indicating an exerciBo of that 
diacrotion is recogni/.ed, aro well exempli- 
fied in the caso of Reyina vs. Bishop of 
Oxford (4 Q. B. Div. 245) Tho church 
discipline Act (53) provided in effect that 
"on complaint to him made, or of his own 
mere motion it shall bo lawful for tho 
Bishop of tho diocese to direct proceed- 
ings to be taken again'st a clerk" otc. 
Complaint was made against tho Reverend 
Mr. Carter, and tho Bishop was prayed 
to diroct proceedings for trial of the com- 
plaint. The Bishop returned dilatory an- 
swors expressing reluctance but without 
saying ho would or ho would not direct 
proceedings, and at Inst refused to give any 
further answer. Tho complainant applied 
for a mandamus to ordor him to institute 
proceedings. But tho mandamus was on 
•appeal to tho Houso of Lords refused, on 
tho ground that the words "it shall be 
lawful" loft ft discretion in tho ' Bishop, 
although they arc genorally construed as 
imposing a duty. That seems a very 
strong caso, because it might woll have 
boon held that the Bishop had never in 
fact exorcised his discretion one way or 
the other. And tho principles which 
govern the court aro also well exemplified 
in tho caso Rogina vs. Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, which was twico before the court, 
(the case is well known but I cannot find 
tho report of it). Tho Bishop on a com- 
plaint being made had suspended a curate 
without calling on him for his defence. 
Tho court interfered. The Bishop thon 
summoned tho curate, heard him fully, 
and again suspended him. Tho court 
was again appoaled to, but refused to in- 
terfere ; saying that although they would 
seo to it that tho Bishop's decision was 
really an exorcise of his discretion, and 
not merely an arbitrary expression of his 
will, yot that thoy would not for a mo- 
ment attempt to dictate to him in what 
direction his discretion should bo exer- 
cised. 

There is ono othor which I notico 
because my brother Gray sooms in hiB 
judgment to lay stress on it, viz, that the 
applicant is entitled, unless hor witnesses 
have committed perjury, in that they by 
affidavits imputed unworthy motives to 
tho examiners. But to support an indict- 
ant for perjury it must bo shown that the 
statements aro wilfully falso to the know- 
ledge of the witness and matorial; but horo 
1st. tho dofendant probably boliovos firm- 
ly in their truth j 2nd, it would bo clearly 
impossible to prove that he knew thoni to 
bo false : and 3rd tho statements are in 
my opinion quite irrelevant and inmatorial 
on the presont occasion. If tho defendants 
have been guilty of this gross malversation 
in tho performance of their duties they 
may bo liable on other proceedings; as to 
that I givo no opinion : it seems to me 
clear that tho remedy is not by mandam 
us. I think thereforo that tho applcation 
fails on all the grounds which it is neces- 
sary for tho relation to establish, and 
that the ►rule must be , discharged, and 
with costs according to G and i 7 Vic. 
c, 57; but wi'lh no costs of affidavits not 



used hero, or on tho former occasion. 
The defond»nts might well havo relied on 
tho position that tho writ doos not lie in 
such a case. If howavor tho rule had been 
made absolute, thoro would havo then 
been ample opportunity for inquiring into 
the ulterior questions on tho roturn to the 
writ. It would havo been time onough 
then to havo filed affidavits for the do- 
fonco.i The defendants will not howovor 
pay any costs to which the relator may 
havo been put by theso affidavits in ans 
wor.

Tenders arc nsked for the purchase 
of the steamboat Western Slope— the 
sternwheel vessel which last year suc- 
cessfully solved the problom of navi- 
gating the gulf and river. The exploits 
o£ this steamboat havo knocked on the 
head the water-worn theories of 
"freshwater salts" who stoutly main- 
tained thatnoboatwhich wasfit to cross 
the Gulf of Georgia in stormy weather 
could go through to Yale at all stages 
of water. Tho Western Slope began 
her trips in March when tho water was 
exceptionally low and in spite of the 
dismal prophecies of those who pre- 
dicted a failuro she was the second 
steamboat that reached Yale at the 
opening of the season, running through 
from Victoria with freight and passen- 
gers in 19 hours; The expedition and 
cheapness with which passengers and 
freight wcro -carried were highly grati- 
fying to Uio travelling business public. 
Had the owner been ablo to keep his 
head financially above water it cannot 
be doubted that a lucrative field was 
open to his enterprise, but the boat 
soon passed under the control of the 
companies who for many years have 
made two bices of a cherry and her 
through trip3 were discontinued. One 
of these companies equips its boat as if 
it were starting upon a long voyage at 
sea, and after Go miles through a 
channel tho navigation of which all 
the hydrographers from Admiral Itich- 
avds down declare to be perfectly safe, 
it actually discharges freight and pass- 
engers into another boat by which they 
are carried on to their destination 
after delays that range from 17 hours 
to two days. It is an incontrovertible 
tact that during the hours that are 
wasted at New Westminster in chang- 
ing freight and passengers from boat to 
boa.t a steamer may make the run from 
Victoria to Yale ! This has been done 
by the Western Slope and what she 
has done can and will be done again 
and again. Next we must consider the 
heavy cost of handling Vale goods two 
or three times, en route, the wharfage 
charges, tho risk from breakage or loss, 
and the moro important item of delay. 
All these are matters that bear heavily 
on the interior merchant and consumer. 
In the old gold digging days there was 
a happy-go-lucky method of transacting 
business. Wages were high and no 
one begrudged a day or two's detention 
of persons or goods or grumbled if ho 
was charged §50 instead of 8100 a ton 
for passage or freight. No one then 
cared to complain of such trifles, and 
so tho unenterprising, expensive 
method of carrying goods from Vic- 
toria to Yalo was inaugurated and has 
continued over since. But times have 
changed if the system of carriage has 
not. In a country were laborer's wa- 
ges have come down from $5 to §1 and 
§1.50 per diem it behooves the busy 
worker to carefully husband finances 
where in former days he paid little re- 
gard to dollars. The laboring man of 
to-day buys closely; he buys where 
he can buy most for the least 
money; and it is of importance 
to the country at large that tho 
goods he consumes should bo placed 
within his reach at as low rates as 
possible. Certainly they should not bo 
subjected to an expensive and tedious 
mode of conveyance . when cheapness 
and exped: tion are objects of great mo- 
ment. ITbereforo wo have denounced 
the existing system of conveying goods 
from Victoria to the Mainland as bo- 
longing to a past era; as opposed to the 
spirit of the times in which we live; as 
imposing a grievous burthen on the 
producing classes and placing interior 
merchants at a serious disadvantage 
with more favored competitors. -The 
system is injurious to every section 
which is supplied through its means. 
It is the cankerworm at the root 
of Victoria's commerce, which will 
seriously impair the efficiency of that 
hardy tree if not speedily plucked out 
and destroyed. It has been demonstra- 
ted by tho Western Slope that freight 
can be carried through to Yale in 17 
hours from Victoria at $4 per ton 
while it cannot ho carried in less than 
from two to four clays via New West- 
minster at less cost than §S per ton. 
Could there be a more forcible argu- 
ment than this advanced in favor of the 
abolition of the present sy&tem and the 
adoption in its place of a system that 
will lie more in. keeping with the spirit 
and wants of the a«e.

2. Tho Nomination of Candidates for 
the respective otlicos of Mayor ami Coun- 
cillors for tho said City .shall take place 
at the new City Hall, Douglas street. 

3, The Returning Oflieer of Yates 
.Street Ward shall, on the second Monday 
in January, 1881, at noon, noininat'q such 
persons as shall lie put in nomination in 
that behalf by sotnp duly: qualified voter 
as candidates for tho said offices, as the 
ease may be. A show of hands shall then 
take place and the said Returning Officer 
shall thoreupon declare which of the can- 
didates for the said offices has or have 
been elected by tho Bhowof hands, 

4, In caRO a poll be duly demanded at the 
election of a Mayor, the vote of the elec- 
tors shall be taken i>a the following day 
at tho new City Hall, Douglas .street, in 
the said City of Victoria, and the said 
poll shall bo open at 10 o'clock a. in. and 
close at 4 p. m. 

5. En ease a poll .shall he duly demand- 
ed at the election of Councillors for any 
Ward in the said City of 'Victoria, the 
vote of the electors entitled to vote in 
such Ward shall bo taken on the day fol- 
lowing the nomination at the following 
places, that is to say: 

In Johnson Street Ward, at tho new 
City Hall, Douglas street, in the said 
City. 

In Yates Street Ward, at the Police 
Barracks, Bastion street, in the said 
City. 

hi James Buy Ward, ut the Honk and 
Ladder House, in tho said City. 
And tho said shall" bo Opon at 10 o'clock 
a. in. and close at 4 p. ni. 

0. In case of a poll at an election for 
Mayor and Councillors the vote shall be i 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
iot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of the candidates for tho office of 
Councillor. In Johnson Street Ward, in 
addition to such liftllot paper, there shall 
be an additional ballot paper showing tho 
names and descriptions of the candidates 
for the- office of Mayor ; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on the back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
the time of voting the ballot paper shall 
be marked on both sides with an oflicial 
mark and delivered to tho voter within 
tho polling station, and the number of 
such voter on thu Register or List of 
Municipal Voters shall bo marked on the 
counterfoil, and tho voter, havingsecretly 
marked his vole on tho paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote shall place 
it in a closed box in the presence of the 
officer presiding at tiie Polling Station 
after having .shown to him the oflicial 
mark on the bock. 

8. Any ballot paper which has not on 
the back the official mark, or on which 
votes are given to nioro candidates than 
the voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except the said number 
on the back is written or marked by which 
tho vote can be idontiiied shall be void 
and not counted. 

9. After the. close of the poll the ballot 
boxes shall be closed up so as to prevent 
tho insertion of additional ballot papersahd 
shall bo taken charge of by the Returning 
Officer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer shall in the presence of such oi the 
candidates as may be in attendance, or 
their agents, and of the Returning Officer 
open tho ballot boxes at the now Council

10. When an equality of votes is found

not in any other ease be entitled to vote 
at an election for which he is Returning 
Officer. 

11. And for the purpose »f regulat ing 
the mode of procedure at such election and 
of conducting tho said polls section one 
of the Bylaw entitled a "Bylaw to regulate 
the election of a Mayor and Councillors 
for the City of Victoria in the year 1870" 
commencing: if any candidate nominated 
during the time appointed, etc. , together 
with all tho subsequent sections of the 
said Bylaw and the schedule thereto ap- 
pended are hereby incorporated with this 
Bylaw and shall be read together with 
this Bylaw, as if the .same had been re- 
enacted, word for word, herein and 
hereby. 

This Bylaw may be cited for nil pur- 
poses as "The Municipal Elections By- 
law, 18SL" 

Passed the Municipal Council tho 
twenty-ninth day of December, 
1880.

WHITE LAB OH GOODS. 

What Floaaurs can Exoooi tho Smok- 
tag of tho "Wood ? 

Tho herbaceous plant called tobacco, a 
word of uncertain derivation, ia a native 
of tho Now World, where it has bten 
usod by American and Canadian Indians 
from timo immemorial. Columbus found 
it in oxtensivo use on tho continent of 
which ho was the discoverer in the hist 
years of tho 15th century. Tho soods 
were introduced into Spain where tho 
plant was valued and cultivated as an or- 
namental one till far into tho sixteenth 
century.- 

Although smoking was practised in 
Shakespeare's time yet no mention of tho 
habit occurs in his works; yet that 
immortal poet must have been aware 
of tho growing popularity of tho ha- 
bit;, from the fact of Sir Walter Raleigh, 
n confirmed smoker, being his cotoiu- 
porary. The story, pretty woll authentic- 
ati d, of Sir Walter being caught smoking 
a pipe by his servant, who, in utter con- 
sternation, threw a jug of beer in his faco 
and rushing out of tho room declared that 
his master's brains were on fire and that 
tho smoko was pouring out of his mouth, 
is not likely to have been unknown to 
the celebrated co/ene designated "Shakos- 
poaro and his friends." Tho medicinal 
virtues of tho plant were superseded by 
its being used in smoking, and in tho form 
of snuff. Fulminations against tho weed 
in tho early part of tho seventeenth cen- 
tury from very high quarters wore neither 
few nor far between. Popes, sultans and 
kings thundered out their anathamas and 
counterblasts against it. Smoking was a 
great crime and at one period was punish- 
able by death on the continent of Europe. 
James I of England described it as "a 
custom loathsome to the cyo, hateful to 
tho noao, harmful to the lungs, and in 
the black stinking fume thereof nearest 
re3ombling the horrible Stygian smoke of 
the pit that is bottomless." Opposition, 
however, was of no avail. The UHe of to- 
bacco rapidly extended; and for many | 
years past has been almost universal. It 
is not our province tn argue tho point for | 
or against the use of tobacco. Suffice it 
to know that an immense amount of Cap- 
ital is embarked in the trade and in no 
part of the world is there more tobacco 
consumed in various forms, per capita, 
than in this Province. Such being the case 
every British Columbian, whether partial 
to tho weed or not, will wish our enter- 
prising townsman — John Kurtz, Esq., 
— tho greatest possiblo success in 
his new enterprise of manufact- 
uring cigars. For twenty years 
tho hundreds of thousands annually used 
in this province were imported from 
abroad ; but now almost every man is 
loud in praise of "Kurtz's Own." Tho 
ontiro upper flat of tho Dominion build- 
ings, on tho corner of Trounco street, is 
occupied in the production of fragrant 
Havanas. One room is used as a bonded 
warehouse, whero the manufactured arti- 
cle is Btored till sent to market, when the 
excise duties aro paid. Another is tilled 
with raw material of different grades of 
quality. A third is used for stripping 
and clearing the leaves of sand and other 
foreign substances, drying and packing 
them in cases for future use. As they 1 
become ready they go to the manufactur- 
ing room, tho fourth one on the flat. Hero 
a number of youths are busily engaged in 
stemming and stripping for wrappers and 
tillers, according to quality. Tho outside 
leaf is, of course, the most valuable ; some 
kinds costing many times more than that 
of others, Refuso matorial is of value 
for making wathes for sheep and other 
animals, and for florists in eradicating nox- 
ious insects. The prepared leaves now 
pasB into the hands of tho makers. These 
men, several in number, sit at low 
tables, their chief tools boing their own 
nimble fingers, a knife, and a little paste, 
which evaporates in a few days, are all the 
necessary manipulating requisites. After 
this comes the packing process and tho 
..articlo is finished. The last room of the 
suite is used for storage where row upon 
row of cigars, sorted according to color 
and quality, marked from a very low 
prion to S1C0 per M., greet the eye and 
gratify the olfactories of the connois- 
seurs. The main feature of this manu- 
factory, and tho one that above all others 
commends it to tho good-will of consum- 
ers, is tho fact that Chineso labor,although 
much cheaper, is sternly and persist- 
ently interdicted. "No Celestial need ap- 
ply hero " has from tho inception of this 
enterprise been a motto that has bom 
strictly adhered to. Although started 
only as an experiment, yet tho measure of 
success already attained seems a sufficient 
warrant for coming to tho conclusion that 
in tho near future Kurtz's cigar manufac- 
tory will supply tho entiro province and 
put a stop to foreign importations. " Ex- 
celsior" is tho enterprising proprietor's 
watchword, and with this motto in view 
. difficulties will bo removed, discourago- 
>" wonts surmounted, and the goal of oom- 
' mercial infiuunco mid wealth ultimately 
arrived at.

Thoy had a full, free expression of 
strength and tho advantage of rest in that 
climate. Plasterors and carpenters work 
outside all tho year round. Houso ex- 
poii8os also wore choapor than in Canada. 
Ho believed the climate most healthful, 
arid never knew any fovor or malaria of 
any kind unless some onobroughtit there. 
Spoaking of tho vastness of arable lands, 
ho said tho country was. fortilo, rich of 
soil and would sustain 3,000,000 people. 
The pasturage was a grand resource and 
could be depended on 10 months, and 
some times all tho year round. The 
bunch grass would produce as fino a 
quality of boof as English beef, and 
beautiful cattlo were brought from the 
interior. Hay costs from Slfi to §2fi per 
ton. Family servants were paid from 
§IG to §-10 per month, and Cinnamon 
about the same. It was oxtromoly diffi- 
cult to keop a servant girl, as thoy all get 
married, there boing ton or fifteen men to 
ono woman. British Columbia abounded 
with natural resources of food. Tho 
rivers and streams abounded with fish, 
such as salmon, sturgeon, etc., whilo 
borries wero plentiful. Tho position of 
Victoria was ono of the most interesting 
and lovoly. _j ^

To the Editor : — Sin, — Some ignor- 
amus has written a letter in your paper 
of this day's date, under the above 
heading, complaining of the doctor and 
some of tho directors of tho Royal 
Hospital in not allowing Mr. Boyd to 
give a dinner to the patients on Now 
Year's day.
